UPDATED TOPICS: With all the TS activity around 
everyone should be familiar with al! the latest "goodies" 
entering the sarket for the 7S2068, i.e. the Spectrus Row issue 
(Romswith, Emulators and Rom replacement) which is still 
unsettied due to the nuwber of Spectrus programs which either 
will not load or will not ran properly. For example, I cannot 
load Hisott C and I cannot run Airwolf after it is loaded (and 
this is with 10k pullup resistors on data liaes DO, Di, B3, D4, 
05, D4, 27 to Vcc}. There is aiso the satter of running Spectrus 
hardware, which at the soment only ruas using the Exu Esulators 
{which fit inta the cartridge port}. More on this subject 
further ow in this article. 


Another interesting topic conceras sass storage, either by 
Sinclair Wicradrive or by the new Rotronics WVatadrive. The U.S. 
prices for each is (reasonably) ceesparable to the U.K. prices 
(well, almast). Gne new company that is REALLY holding their 
prices down is THE ENGLISH MICRO CONNECTION, 13 Kilburn Court, 
Newport, Rhode Isitand 02840, U.S.A., telephose 401-849-3905. ENC 
is an ageat for several U.K. hardware companies. This means ENC 
takes your order aad the item is shipped directly from the U.K. 
to you. This is a good idea if you do aot know what ites is 
available and where it can be purchased. I will be giving a copy 
of their catalogue to our Library for meabers to peruse. EMC 
does carry Spectreus software in stock, at almost U.K. prices. I 
talked at some length with Bob By! of EMC and this man is a 
fountain of intormation regarding the U.K. aarket. He will be 
carrying the Timex Portugal 12068 for $159.95 and the Tiaex Disc 
Drives upon their release in the U.S. in June. The price is 
$239.95 for the first drive with iaterface and $125.00 for the 
second drive. He is presently taking orders. There is alsa a 
hardware item available which converts both the 152068 
contiguration and voltages to the Spectrus specification. The 
Simple way to perfore this yoursel? is to look in the last issue 
of SINC-LINK (second last page) at the drawings for all three 
edge connectors. From this you can see the wiring required and 
also where to install the two requiators (7 and 12 volt) fed 
frow the !5v on the 752068 bus. The commercial item available 
from EMC is a “Microdrive Intertace’ which is supposed to rus 
in conjunction with the Romswitch. This seaas that all of us 
with the Roaswitch will aot have to buy aa Emulator! 


TS2068: There is really a lot either happening now or 

about ta happen. An interestiag example of a new product is the 
ZEBRA SYSTEMS KOALA PAD. This is a reasonably sophisticated 
aethod af transferring patterns/artwork to either a printer (32 
or 80 coluan) or to memory. Once I get the hang of both the 
Koala and the TECH DRAW sottware I will give a demo at one of 
our 2068 nights. While on the subject of ARTWORKX, I must say 
that one of the BEST programs on graphics, that I have seen, as 
dewo'’d at our April 17 meeting by the author, David Ridge. This 
programa will be carried by RAMEX and retailed at $19.95 U.S. for 
the 152068. The Spectrua version is forthcoming. It has several 
features that TECH DRAV does not have and lets you perform all 
this using a joystick. HIGHLY RECOMMENDED'! RAY KINGSLEY has his 
new Exrom out. This version will be of more use once we have the

Yoods. This version corrects the LPRINT and the DIVIDE bugs, the 
SCROLL command and even aakes the @, W,V and K easy to read. It 
installs without sodifying your Z7X81/TS1000. The two of us that 
have and use this item are pleased with it aad we are even used 
to the computer initializiag in the FAST sode. There is a new 
piece of software for the ZX8{ and what a piece it is! It is 
called SINC-ARTIST 1.3 and is by CALLISTO SOFTWARE 924 2nd St. 
East, Saskatoon, Sask. S7H IR1. HIGHLY RECOMMENDED'' Ian Singer 
will be carrying it {INTEGRATED DATA SYSTEMS, 30 BROOKROUNT ROAD 
TORONTG N4L SW1, 416-699-6390). I also see references to a TERR 
II software program for the TS2050 Modem. If this is true it 
should eacourage those that would like 2 Modem, but are 
resisting buying a 1S2068 just to access a saart modem. J happen 
to like the 1$1000/TS2050 combination, I even have MTERMN on 
eproa for fast loading. Both MODEMS are available from 13S.
